The navy department has a number of craft 
that would de available for this purpose 
which are now lying in ordinary at the va- 
rious navy yards on the coast. During the 
Spanish war the department purchased nu- 
merous yachts, passenger and freight steam- 
ers, which. were used as dispatch boats and 
colliers in the Cuban campaign. When peace 
was d there was no need for them, 
and they were for the most part laid up. 
They have suffered from want of care, and 
it is urged that the use of one of these boats 
would do-it no harm, but rather benefit it 
through being kept in repair. 

The size of the ship will be restricted by 
the length of the locks of the St. Lawrence 
canals, but a steamer 250 feet long and of 
proportionate beam can be taken from the 
Atlantic to the lakes in safety. A comple- 
ment of officers and teachers could be secured 
among the lake navigators, who could drill 
the youngsters in the duties of naval appren- 
tices and ordinary seamen, so they could be 
graduated directly into the receiving shi 
of the Atlantic navy yards. 3 

The plan has not been broached to Com- 
mander Hawley, but it is thought he will fa- 
vor it. Hawley was in charge of the Chicago 
recruiting station during the war. He has 
declared that the available material for naval 
seamen on the coast has been used up, and 
the navy must look to the boys and young 
men of the middle west for its future fighting

of her arrest in Chicago in connection with 
the supposed poisoning she had appeared 


to regard Willis with great affection. 


Last night Mrs. Willis expressed a will- 
ingness to plead guflty to the horse stealing 
charge. She could expeet little aid from her 
friends, she said. 


Poses as an Investor. 
Mrs. Willis has deen living at the Hotel 
Racine for the last two weeks, saying that 
she was examining real estate with a view of 
making an investment. On Wednesday at 
noon she telephoned to A. McAvoy’'s livery 
for a horse and buggy. She would be backat 
5 o'clock, she said, 
Instead of returning the horse at the time 
specified, Mrs. Willis drove to Waukegan, 
arriving there at 8 o'clock in the evening» 
She left the horse at MeArthur's stable and 
arose early yesterday morning, saying she. 
was going to drive to Chicago. | 
In the meantime the Racine liveryman had 
been sending word to all neafby towns ask- 
ing the police to watch for Mrs. Willis and 
the horse. Just as Mrs. Willis was about 
to leave Waukegan she was arrested and the 
revolver was found. In order to hold her the 
police had her arraigned on a charge of car- 
rying concealed weapons and she was fined 
$25 and costs, Which she was unable to pay. 
Chief of Police Pfister of Racine arrived in 
Waukegan in the afternoon and upon Mrs. 
Willis agreeing to return to the Wisconsin 
city without extradition the fine against her 
was suspended, and she was taken to Ra- 
cine last night. — 
Mrs. Willis attempted to excuse her actions 
by saying that she had changed her mind 
after securing the horse on Wednesday. and 
intended going to Chicago to see her husband. 


Husband Hears of Arrest.

name and address of the owner. 

There has been great difficulty in the W. 8 
of trating adulterated or skimmed milk back 
to the dairyman on account of the milk cans 
being without distinguishing marks. It is 
believed that a few suits will teach the dairy- 
men to live up to the provisions of the law. 


What the Law Requires. 
It is provided in section 8 of the milk law : 


“that every can in which milk is carried or 
exposed for sale or exchange and the car- 
riage or vehicle from which the same is 
vended shall be conspicuously marked with 
the name of the owner, also the locality in 
which the milk is produced, and every viola- 
tion is punishable by a ane of not less than 
$50 nor more than

Two hundred factory girls, employed 
the C. D. Osborn glove company and on 
Columbus shirt compa on the fifth and 
sixth floors of the buil at 116-124 Mar- 
ket street, fled to the street in panic yeater- 
day morning to eseape fire, which they [ 
thought was spreading from a neighboring 
structure, Leaving their work, the girls 
tumbled over each other tn a rush for the 
elevators.

The only 1 eee which can
